Restoring  History 

Renovations  Begin  on  Marion's  Music  Hall

After  nearly  three  years  of  committee  meetings, 
benefits,  and  fund  raising  efforts,  Marion's  historic  Music 
Hall  on  Front  Street  is  finally  ready  to  get  a  much-needed 
face  lift.  As  of  last  week,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  noted 
that  all  activities  scheduled  for  the  facility  have  been 
temporarily  suspended  and  contractors  are  expected  to 
start  work  sometime  before  the  end  of  March.  With 
subcontractor  bids  pending,  town  officials  are  slated  to 
open  sealed  bids  for  the  general  contractor  on  February 
27. 

"The  building  is  free  of  activity  at  this  point,"  said 
Selectman  and  Music  Hall  Restoration  Committee 
Chairman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer.  "We've  now  begun  clearing 
the  way  for  the  contractors." 

Indeed,  the  last  eighteen  months  have  been 
important  for  the  Music  Hall  Restoration  Committee. 
After  Town  Meeting  voters  approved  a  $450,000  debt 
override  in  1995,  the  restoration  project  was  delayed  until 
the  town  could  find  a  buyer  for  Taber  Hall  to  offset  the 
cost  of  Music  Hall  repairs.  When  the  minimum  bid  of 
$200,000  for  Taber  Hall  could  not  be  met,  the  asking  price 
was  reduced  and  re-advertised  for  sale. 

According  to  Selectman  Schaefer,  Taber  Hall  was 
finally  sold  for  $175,000,  which  was  used  in  conjunction 
with  an  anonymous  $250,000  donation  to  offset  the 
original  debt  override  of  $450,000.  Another  estimated 
$50,000  was  also  raised  through  fund  raisers  and  benefits 
to  round  out  the  $500,000  restoration  project. 

In  addition  to  generous  financial  contributions, 
Marion  residents  have  also  been  kind  enough  to  donate 
specific  items  and  volunteer  their  services  to  support  the 
century-old  building  which  was  given  to  the  town  by 
Elizabeth  Taber.  One  example  is  Don  and  Rosemary 
Kusza,  who  recently  donated  a  baby  grand  piano  which 
will  be  placed  in  the  Music  Hall  when  renovations  are 
complete. 

"We've  been  receiving  gifts  of  specific  items  ... 
like  kitchen  appliances,"  Selectman  Schaefer  said.  "We'll 
probably  need  more  in  terms  of  seats  and  window 
treatments  as  the  building  is  rehabilitated." 

The  $500,000  restoration  project  will  entail 
bringing  the  historic  building  into  compliance  with 
American  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  standards,  making  it 
handicapped-accessible  via  an  elevator;  upgrading  the 
electrical  system;  refurbishing  the  Reading  Room;  and 
possibly  installing  air  conditioning  and  a  new  heating 
system,  depending  on  the  bids  received. 

"The  exterior  of  the  building  will  remain  the 
same,"  Selectman  Schaefer  stressed.  "We'll  only  be  adding 
one  door  on  the  northerly  side.  (The  Music  Hall 
Restoration  Committee)  felt  the  most  cost-effective  way  to 
provide  handicap  access  was  by  putting  in  an  elevator." 
In  addition,  the  bathrooms  ami  Mage  will  also  be 
upgraded  to  meet  ADA  requirements.

"The  VFW  also  gave  us  a  $3,000  donation  which 
will  be  earmarked  to  restore  the  Reading  Room," 
Selectman  Schaefer  said. 

Once  bids  are  opened  and  contracts  awarded, 
renovations  will  commence  on  the  Music  Hall  and 
continue  through  the  summer  and  fall.

Quilting  Demonstration  at  Sippican  School

As  part  of  the  day's  theme,  students  also  created  their 
own  colonial  crafts,  including  embroidered  hearts  for 
Valentine's  Day,  tin  punch  lanterns,  and  cornhusk  people. 

"In  New  England,  (colonial)  settlers  really  needed 
quilts  for  warmth,"  Ms.  McLaughlin  told  the  attentive 
students.  "Quilting  came  to  America  when  Dutch  and 
German  ladies  brought  patterns  over  from  their 
homeland.  We  don't  have  too  many  examples  of  the  New 
England  quilt ...  but  there  are  many  from  the  period." 

Ms.  McLaughlin  went  on  to  explain  how  quilt 
patterns  changed  to  represent  different  themes  or  ideas  as 
the  craft  grew.  There  was  a  tradition  where  women  would 
have  to  complete  12  quilts  before  being  eligible  for 
marriage.  A  similar  tradition  involved  the  "Freeman's 
Quilt,"  which  was  made  for  a  man  of  21  years  who  could

"Dial  Mfor  Mayhem" 
Acushnet  Phone  Service  Out-of-Order

Many  Acushnet  residents  found  out  just  how 
dependent  they  are  on  telephone  service  last  weekend 
when  a  large  number  of  them  picked  up  the  receiver  to 
hear  ...  nothing. 

Apparently  a  problem  with  the  switch  at  the  New 
Bedford  NYNEX  office  on  Plympton  Street  cut  service  to 
an  estimated  16,000  customers  in  Acushnet,  Dartmouth, 
and  New  Bedford  with  the  "995"  and  "998"  exchanges  as 
early  as  7:00  am  Thursday  morning,  February  13.  As  of 
press  time  (Tuesday,  February  18),  some  Acushnet  phone 
customers  were  still  without  service  —  but  NYNEX 
officials  had  promised  to  rectify  the  matter  by  6:00  pm 
that  evening. 

"The  failure  was  most  unusual  ...  we've  had 
experts  come  in  to  try  and  find  out  why  the  switch 
failed,"  said  Bonnie  Coughlin,  Regional  Director  of  Public 
Affairs  for  NYNEX.  "that  matter  is  still  under 
investigation  ...  and  our  efforts  have  turned  to  restoring 
service  to  the  community."

The  so-called  "switch,"  which  Ms.  Coughlin 
described  as  the  "brains  of  the  exchange,"  is  what  routes 
incoming  and  outgoing  calls  through  the  system  and 
emits  the  dial  tone  which  many  customers  found  missing 
when  they  tried  to  use  their  phones  last  weekend.  After 
discovering  the  failure  Thursday  afternoon,  NYNEX 
immediately  installed  a  new  digital  switch  which  restored 
service  to  some  6,000  customers  whose  service  had  been 
initially  cutoff. 

In  order  to  ease  the  inconvenience  to  customers, 
NYNEX  also  set  up  a  bank  of  ten  pay  telephones  in  the  St. 
Francis  Xavier  Church  parking  lot  across  from  the 
Acushnet  Town  Hall  over  the  weekend,  and  also  behind 
the  Council  on  Aging  office  in  the  Parting  Ways  Building.

Residents  could  use  these  free  pay  phones  to  make  both 
local  and  unlimited  calls  within  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  area  while  the  company  worked  to  return 
service  to  their  homes.  Ms.  Coughlin  also  confirmed  that 
NYNEX  would  automatically  credit  the  affected 
customers  for  one  week's  worth  of  service. 

"My  phone's  been  out  since  Thursday"  said 
Acushnet  resident  Josette  Sparks,  who  was  using  one  of 
the  pay  phones  set  up  by  NYNEX  Tuesday  afternoon 
(February  18).  "I  called  today  and  they  said  it  should  be 
back  on  tonight." 

Despite  the  obvious  inconvenience,  most 
customers  seemed  to  be  understanding  of  the  problem.  As 
many  as  a  dozen  people  within  a  half-hour  period  pulled 
into  the  St.  Francis  Xavier  parking  lot  Tuesday  to  use  the 
pay  telephones. 

"It's  crazy  how  much  you  depend  on  the  phone," 
said  Lisa  Reale  of  Acushnet,  one  of  the  customers  with  the 
problematic  "998"  exchange.  Like  other  NYNEX 
customers,  she  called  the  company  and  was  told  that 
service  should  be  restored  later  in  the  day  and  that 
employees  were  working  around  the  clock  to  fix  the 
problem. 

Although  Ms.  Reale  hasn't  had  to  venture  out  of 
her  house  much  since  the  phones  went  dead,  she  took 
advantage  of  the  phone  bank  for  the  first  time  Tuesday 
afternoon. 

"We  have  a  cellular  phone,  and  it's  made  a 
difference,"  she  said.  "But  we're  also  running  up  our  bill 
...  so  I  came  out  here  to  use  the  pay  phone." 

Ms.  Coughlin  said  that  as  of  Tuesday  afternoon, 
the  dial  tone  has  been  restored  to  all  "995"  and  "998" 
exchange  customers  and  the  company  was  now  working 
on  getting  residual  services  like  call  waiting  and  call 
forwarding  back  online.

Members  of  the  Mattapoisett  Youth 
Athletic  Association  (MYAA)  have  volunteered  to  oversee 
the  program  in  my  absence." 

Selectman  Lambalot  moved  to  place  Mr.  Shockro 
on  an  indefinite,  unpaid  leave  of  absence  as  the  town's 
Recreation  Director,  and  further  directed  that  Executive

The  first  Pinewood  Derby  was  held  in  1953  by 
Cub  Scout  Pack  280C  of  Manhattan  Beach,  California.  The 
event  was  publicized  in  Boys'  Life  in  October  of  1954.  The 
magazine  offered  plans  for  the  track  and  car,  which 
featured  "four  wheels,  four  nails,  and  three  blocks  of 
wood." 

The  rules  of  the  very  first  race  stated:  "The  derby 
is  run  in  heats  —  two  to  five  cars  starting  by  gravity  from 
a  standstill  on  a  track  and  run  down  a  ramp  to  a  finish 
line  unaided.  The  track  is  an  inclined  ramp  with  wood 
strips  down  the  center  to  guide  the  cars." 

The  cars  still  roll  the  same  way,  forty  years  later, 
accompanied  by  shouts  of  excitement  and  grins  of  delight 
from  both  participants  and  spectators.  Come  see  the 
Marion  Cub  Scouts  as  they  cheer  and  shout  for  their 
favorites.

Eastwood's  talents 
are  well  beyond  new 
routine  thriller

■  Absolute  Power.  Starring  Clint  Eastwood  and 
Gene  Hackman.  Directed  by  Clint  Eastwood. 
Running  time:  122  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At 
Cinema  140  in  New  Bedford. 

In  recent  years,  and  especially  after  Unforgiven, 
the  critical  consensus  on  Clint  Eastwood  has 
brightened  considerably,  and  deservedly  so.  He's 
become  a  skillful  and  compassionate  director  and  not  a 
bad  actor.  But  a  lot  of  critics  seem  to  want  to  believe 
that  Absolute  Power,  Eastwood's  new  movie  as  a 
director/star,  is  better  than  it  is.  The  film  isn't  bad,  but 
it's  contrived  and  dawdling,  and  the  slow  patches  give 
you  plenty  of  time  to  reflect  on  the  many  implausible 
moments. 

Adapted  by  screenwriting  godhead  William 
Goldman  (whose  credibility  is  steadily  slipping  after 
The  Ghost  and  the  Darkness  and  The  Chamber)  from  a 
bestseller  by  David  Baldacci,  Absolute  Power  aims  to  be 
entertainment  with  serious  political  undertones.  The 
format  is  familiar:  Disreputable  Loner  Discovers 
Corruption  in  High  Places.  In  movies  like  this,  the  hero 
must  have  a  questionable  background,  or  else  everyone 
would  listen  to  him  and  the  movie  would  be  over  in 
five  minutes.  The  film  that  was  supposed  to  kill  this 
genre  for  good  was,  of  course,  JFK. 

But  no,  here's  Clint  as  ingenious  thief  Luther 
Whitney,  a  kinder,  gentler  update  of  his  arrogant  art 
thief  Jonathan  Hemlock  in  The  Eiger  Sanction.  One  very 
dark  night,  Luther  breaks  into  a  ritzy  mansion  and  is 


interrupted  by  a  drunken  couple.  Hiding  behind  a  two- 
way  mirror,  Luther  watches  as  the  man  and  woman 
fumble  with  their  clothes.  Then  the  foreplay  turns 
rough,  and  the  episode  ends  with  the  woman  dead. 

Some  reviewers  have  given  away  the  twist  about 
half  an  hour  into  the  movie,  when  the  supposedly 
shocking  identity  of  the  man  (an  underused  Gene 
Hackman)  is  revealed.  I'll  keep  my  mouth  shut,  but  it 
really  doesn't  make  much  difference  who  Hackman's 
character  is.  He  could  just  be  a  rich  and  powerful  man 
—  the  same  sort  that  always  turns  up  in  these  thrillers. 
The  title  promises  far  more  intrigue  than  we  get. 

Instead,  we  get  many  scenes  of  Clint  in  his  cute 
mode,  sketching  or  wearing  disguises  or  playing  coy 
games  with  an  admiring  detective  (Ed  Harris).  And 
there's  a  nice  subplot,  involving  Luther's  tentative 
relationship  with  his  estranged  daughter  (Laura 
Linney,  redeeming  yet  another  thankless  role),  that 
would  fit  snugly  into  a  whole  different  movie.  But  all  I 
kept  thinking  was:  A  woman  is  dead  here.  Knock  it  off 
with  all  the  digressions  and  patented  William 
Goldman  snappy  patter. 

The  first  reel  or  so,  in  which  the  appalled  Luther 
witnesses  the  rough  sex  and  killing,  has  been 
compared  to  Hitchcock  and  Blue  Velvet,  and  Eastwood 
stages  it  deftly.  Yet  we  can't  help  thinking  how 
contrived  it  is  that  Luther  should  be  there  under  these 
circumstances,  helpless  to  act  (if  he  intervenes,  he'll  go 
to  jail),  and  Eastwood's  direction  is  unhurried  and 
calm  when  it  needs  to  speed  us  past  our  misgivings. 

Absolute  Power  is  professional  and  sometimes 
witty.  It  was  probably  a  useful  exercise  for  Eastwood. 
But  he  has  gone  past  this  button-pushing  pulp,  and  his 
phlegmatic  style  here  shows  it.  Maybe  Eastwood 
simply  can't  do  shallow  stuff  any  more.  That's  good 
news  for  his  admirers  and  bad  news  for  this  script.
